Upon theſe Grounds, We have been nete ſſitated to erect a new and

ing to his integrity; Or if any oc that Party, being yet ſenſible of the Error of their way, 
ſhal change and fortake their forme. Intereſt, and give real Demonſtrations thereof, We 
ſhal much more eſteem of their Reforn ation, then deſire their harm or prejudice, In the 
mean time, We do aſſure our ſel ves, that the good an wel · affected of the Landi for whoſe 
fake We have chiefly publiſhed theſe things, that they may know the Grounds on which 
We do proceed towards their Preſervation, will receive Encouragement hereby,and enjo 
with love and Unity amongſt themſel ves, the Fruits and Effects of that common Lines 
which they have long purſued; and not ſuffer themſelves to be: divided by * 
whatſoever, into Parties and Factions one againſt the other, hereof the Enemy hath: 


made great advantages, to keep us from that Settlement and Reformation, which every 


good man longs for, and the want yg _ greatly provoke che Lord againſt us.
